protracted.” 

John D. Currie, deputy commis- 
sioner of the Public Housing ad- 
ministration in Washington, in a 
letter to Mayor Charles P. Bur- 
gess, pledged that his office would 
“expedite the matter” and said he 
was almost certain the Feb. 15 
deadline for the next step in nego- 
tiations could be met. 

His letter confirmed a tele- 
phone conversation between him- 
self and Mayor Burgess earlier 
last week. 

From San Francisco’s office of 
the PHA, J. G. Melville, regional 
officer, pledged expeditious han- 
dling of the case. 

Present delay, it was indicated 
in Congressman Younger’s letter 
to the school district, was due to 
the fact that a recent appraisal 
of the 85-odd acres of Stanford 
Village had been “disapproved” 
by the Public Housing administra- 
tion. 

“According to the latest infor- 
mation it will be another 30 days 
(until about Feb. 15) before a 
final determination is made,” 
Younger’s letter. said.

Pressure is building up for a connection of Willow road to 
Sandhill road via a crossing of San Francisquito creek and an over- 
pass at the Southern Pacific tracks and El Camino Real. 

(Now, don’t confuse this with the Willow road extension to 
E] Camino via an underpass at the railroad! That's another story, 
altogether. ) 

This through east-west route has been discussed for years, 
but at long last it is beginning to crystalize. 

About time, too, because Menlo Park soon will be suffering 
under traffic congestion that we are not prepared to handle. 

_ To the state division of highways, the Peninsula long has been 
merely an artery leading in and out of San Francisco. A great 
deal of emphasis has been placed on the four major highways 
running north and south—and rightly so—but few ever en- 
visioned the amount of east-west traffic that would be generated 
as this area poured homes and businesses toward the mountains 
on one side and the Bay on the other. 

Developments such as Ladera and Westridge already have 
created a problem, and realization of the present Stanford uni- 
versity and Sharon estate plans will overload our connecting 
rbadways past the danger point. 

! The cities of Palo Alto and Menlo Park already have re- 
quested highway officials to make plans for the missing link — 
the short stretch from the corner of Willow and Middlefield to 
the Stanford shopping center now under construction. Menlo 
Park has the route laid out as far as its boundaries go, and Stan- 
ford is now improving the stretch from Sandhill to within « few 
hundred feet of El Camino Real.

We are all familiar with the to- 
tal amount of our property tax 
bill, but few have figured out just 
how much is due to the numerous 


er the past decade. I thought it 
would be of interest to dissect our 
Menlo Park property tax bill and 
see just what the support of all 
these past bond issues has cost us. 
To put it in dollars and cents, I’ve 
taken the case of a property own- 
er with a home worth $16,000, 
which normally would be assessed 
for $4000, with no veterans’ ex- 
emption. 

Of San Mateo county’s tax 
rate this year of $1.38, only 3.6 
per cent is for bonds, costing 
our hypothetical taxpayer $2.00. 

The City of Menlo Park’s bond- 
ed indebtedness requires a tax 
rate equal to 4.1 per cent of the 

city total of 73 cents, with this 
‘taxpayer contributing $1.20. 

Seauoia High School District’s 
tax rate of $1.17 includes 13.9 ver 
cent for bonds. and the bill to this 
taxnaver is $6.48. If ha is in Menlo 
Park School District he pays 27% 
per cent of the total rate of $1.932, 
or $21.24: in Ravenswood 29 per 
cent of $2.602, or $30.48. | 

About half of the bond rate is 
for the State School Loan in Men- 
lo Park School District, and about} 
one-third in Ravenswood. 

If in Menlo Park Sanitary 
District he pays 4512 per cent of 
34.8 cents, or $6.32; in North 
Palo Alto Sanitary District 4.8 
per cent of 31.5 cents, or 60 
cents. | 
If in the Sequoia Hospital Dis- 

trict all of its 15.3 cents per $100 
tax rate ($6.12 to our taxpayer) is} 
for bonds, for the hospital is now 
self-supporting so far as operating 
costs are concerned, | 

Now to summarize all this. If 
our taxpayer is in the Menlo Park 
School District his total tax bill 
this year is $265.44, of which $43.- 
36, or less than one-sixth, is for 
bonds. 

In Ravenswood School Dis- 
trict in Menlo Park Sanitary 
District the total bill would be 
less than one-sixth, is for bonds. 

In Ravenswood School district 
in North Palo Alto Sanitary Dis- 
trict the total bill would be $284.80 
of which $40.76, or less than one-| 
seventh, is for bonds. | 

Translating this to the owner) 
of a $10,000 home with a veterans’ 
exemption (a net assessed valua-, 
tion of about $1500), his total tax, 
bill would vary according to loca-| 
tion in the city from $99.54 to 
$107.30, of which $15.30 to $17.43 
would be for bonds. 

In the municipal bond business 
we use various yardslicks in gaug- 
ing a city’s credit. If less than one-| 
quarter of the budget is required} 
for bond interest and redemption, 
the debt is reasonably related to 
resources, according to one mea- 
sure. 

As the budget includes reven- 
ues in addition to those from pro- 
perty taxes, it may be noted that! 
our bonded indebtedness, looked 
at from this angle, is indeed con-} 
servative.

Fill News Pages 


The files of the Meulo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 years | 
ago this week, the following 
items, here reproduced exactly 
as first published, were news in 
the young community: 

January 17, 1930: 

“Two bandits, one of whom is
